Three Edito rs and a Carto o nist 
Caused the Overthro w o f 
the Empire. 


Interesting Go ssip Abo ut Men 
Who Have Beco me Famo us 
bv the devo lutio n. 


I f the questio n were asked any 
o ne 
tho ro ughly co nversant w ith the recent 
tro ubles in Brazil, “ W ho are the men who 
bro ught abo ut the o verthro w o f the Brazil­ 
ian Em pire?” the answer wo uld undo ubted­ 
ly he, “Three edito rs and a carto o nist.” 
Q uintino Bo caynva, 
o f the 
l ’aiz, 
Dr. 
Araujo , o f the Gazeta de No ticias, and Jo se 
de I'ratro cinio , o f the Gazeta da Tarde, are 
the edito rs, and Angelo Ago stini, o f the Re­ 
vista lllustrada, is the carto o nist. 
T he.r 
wo rk ditfered as m uch in quality as the 
men themselves in character, and they are 
very unlike; but ail are entitled, tho ugh in 
varying pro po rtio ns, to the credit o l having 
bro ught into being the mo st extensive re- 
- Mie the wo rld has seen since the Ro mans 
. -rsed the Brazilian pro cess and seated 
Caesar as em pero r o n th e wreck o f their 
grand co m m o nwealth. 
Never was the influence o f a free press 
m o re extrao rdinarily established. 
All the 
talk abo ut Gen. Fo nseca bein g dictato r o f 
the United States o f Brazil, and the arm y 
ho lding the keys o f the future, is sheer 
no nsense, and no o ne wo uld he quicker to 
adm it it than Deo do ro da Fo nseca himself. 
To call it a m ilitary revo lutio n is to co n­ 
fo und the cud w ith the means and make 
the tail wag the do g. The newspapers did 
it—o penly, frankly and abo ve bo ard—and 
th e arm y to o k their co unsels and fo llo wed 
their straight lead, as the rest o f the po pu­ 
lace did. 
The em pire co uldn’t face such a 
trem endo us “co m bine.” 
I was in Petro po lis when the big ro w’ o c­ 
curred between Gen. Fo nseca and the war 
m inister—practically it was w ith the em ­ 
pero r’s (so n-in-law, Co unt d’Ku, fo r he was 
in perm anent co m m and o f all the fo rces. 
One o f Fo nseca’s aide-de-eamj* to ld me, 
o v er a glass o f verm o uth, that the arm y 
“ wo uld no t perm it” the general to be p un­ 
ished fo r liis alleged insubo rdinatio n. 
“ But what can yo u do , m ajo r?” I replied; 
“yo u can’t get yo ur arm y to gether, small as 
it is, fo r it’s scattered all the way fro m the 
Amazo n to the River l’latte.” 
“ No , 1 do n’t mean th at,” he said, “ and 
it w o uldn’t do , anyho w, fo r the Flum - 
inenses (citizens o f Rio ) hav en’t fo rgiven us 
fo r firing at them in ’81. But we can send 
th at de a f -------------back to France when the 
o ld m an dies,” and he called his co m­ 
mander-in-chief, the prince co nso rt, a very 
2iard name. 


arm y, and a prettier piece o f po litical m an­ 
agement has never been seen. 
The arm y o f 
itself co uld never have sustained a success­ 
ful revo lt in favo r o f its o wn candidate un­ 
suppo rted by the peo ple; but, o n the o ther 
hand, the press needed the arm y 
011 its side, 
so as to reduce the o ppo sitio n to the repub­ 
lic to “n il.” W hen the tim e came, by 
bringing fo rward Gen. Fo nseca, the arm y

pro vided the em pire co uld be peacefully 
dispo sed o f. 
I do - no t mean to suggest th at 
Gen. Fo nseca was either a duj>e o r a mere 
figure head. H e is an excellent selectio n, 
since the arm y was wanted. 
But it is as 
m uch a m istake to supj» o se him to k a 
Sim o n Bo livar, putting all 011 the cast fo r 
liberty’s sweet sake, as it is to class him 
with the Gutierrez o f Peru, o r the Melgare- 
jis o f Bo livia, seeking o nly their o wn ag­ 
grandizement thro ugh the m edium o f a re­ 
bellio us and subsidized so ldiery. The re­ 
public was bo und to co me, arm y o r no 
arm y, and the press, alo ne and unaided, 
had m ade this a po ssibility. 
I give the place o f ho no r in this who le 
Brazilian m o vem ent to Q uintino Bo ca- 
yuva, and the m o re readily that lie is no t 
go ing to claim it fo r himself. A republican 
and a patrio t o f pro ven co nsistency, he has 
ever refused to hearken to the blandish­ 
ments o f the im perial go vernments, which 
have so o ften been fatal to the principled o f 
the leading republicans o f Brazil, and has 
passed his lile in laying hare the weak­ 
nesses o f the m o narchy and urging his 
co untrym en to have do ne with it.

he is a w riter o f a pure and incisive 
style,

glernents w ith either o f the great co nstitu­ 
tio nal parties, he has equally set his face 
against the sans eulo ttism o f the Patro cinio 
scho o l o f republican agitato rs while en­ 
deavo ring to infuse vigo r into the to o Pla­ 
to nic imlirto ro ntism o f the merely theo ret­ 
ical wing o f the dem o cratic mo vement. 
Po ssessed o f no fo rtune, he lias suffered in 
the last ten years several bitter disappo int­ 
ments, no tably in tbe-failure o f t lie G lo bo . 
which he edited with extrem e a bi l i t y , and 
in the co llapse o f so me railro ad pro jects to 
which he gave much tim e and tho ught. 


m ian o f the Bo hemians in everything that 
relates to so cial relatio ns.

T hat very afterno o n as w e were standing 
in the gay thro ng that daily gathered at the j 
railw ay statio n t<> receive the trains fro m 
to w n, the Co unt d’Eu came alo ng, walking 
by the side o f his little so n, the prince im ­ 
perial, w ho was driv ing a go at cart. Tall, 
angular and awkward, clad in a well wo rn 
dress suit and wearing a shabby silk hat,

leadership to the press, and co uld no t ho pe j 0 f the new republic, and 
to rally the arm y abo ut him hi o ppo sitio n 
to the united will o f the jo urnals named. 
H e is t lie no minee o f the real autho rs o f the 
revo lutio n, put fo rward by them to secure 
th e a rm y fo r them , and no t the leader o f 
an arm ed revo lt who has called them into 
bis co uncils to represent the civil element. 
In the first place, he is in 110 sense the ido l 
o f the arm y, as was the great duke o f 
Caixias, the hero o f Paraguay, o f glo rio us 
m em o ry. Caixias was capable o f inspiring 
even the blo o dless rubber-gatherers o f the

To test the practical strength o f the Re­ 
publican party (and, j**rhaps, its mo ral 
co urage), Bo eayuva presented him self as 
o ne o t the candidates to parliam ent fro m i 
Rio a little w hile ago . The vo te lie re­ 
ceived did no t elect him by a lo ng way, but I 
it enco uraged him and his co adjuto rs im- ! 
inenselv. 
“The* pear is a lo ng way fro m being ripe 
vet,” he said to me, when I co ngratulated 
him o n his co m parative success, “ but the 
sun shines ho tter and ho tter.”

To purify a room, set a pitcher of 
water in the apartment, says an ex­ 
change, and in a few hours it will 
have absorbed nearly all the respired 
gases in tho room, the air of which 
will have become purer, but the water 
utterly filthy. The colder the water 
the greater the capacity to contain 
these gases. At the ordinary tempera­ 
ture, a pail of water will absorb a pint 
of carbonic acid gas and several pints 
of ammonia. The capacity is nearly 
doubled by reducing tho water to the 
temperature of ice. Hence the water 
kept in a room for a while is unfit to 
use. 


Lamar’s Blunder. 
The Vemdale Journal says that 
Hon. S. G. Comstock will introduce 
in the house within a short time a 
bill for the relief of the settlers who 
took homesteads within the indemnity 
limits of the Northern Pacific. An 
effort will be made to not only secure 
repayment of the money paid to the 
government, but also to grant to the 
settlers full credit when they make 
future entries for the time they re­ 
sided upon these claims, which would, 
in most cases, be equitable and just, 
although many may not have another 
opportunity to enter public lands. 
The blunder made by Secretary La­ 
mar was a very serious one and has 
done incalculable injury to many 
persons. There are a number of peo­ 
ple in Crow Wing county who will 
be pleased to learn of the success of 
the undertaking. 


Would License Lawyers. 
A bill has been introduced in tho 
Dakota legislature requiring attorneys 
to make out a license at $25 a year. 
This will serve to keep out a lot of 
shysters, for there are a lot who never 
have twenty-five dollars. Even in 
Dakota they recognize the injustice 
of turning on to the community half­ 
made attorneys to harass and impose 
upon the poor and ignorant.

North lrom Staples. 
The Pioneer Press of Tuesday 
says: 
The telegraphic announcement yes­ 
terday of the consummation of a deal 
whereby the Northern Pacific secures 
possession of the railroad bridge over 
the Red River of the North, connect­ 
ing Emerson with West Lynn, shows 
plainly that the Northern Pacific peo­ 
ple are preparing themselves for an 
aggressive fight against the Manitoba. 
All that is wanting to precipitate 
hostilities is for the latter road to 
commence construction upon its pro­ 
jected line from Montana to the Paci­ 
fic coast. So far as can be learned it 
is the intention of the Northern Paci­ 
fic to, whenever if is practical, paral­ 
lel the lines of the Manitoba. The 
first invasion, as the above purchase 
indicates, will be in the Red River 
Valley country. The purchase of the 
Emerson bridge, those in a position 
to know say, means the immediate 
commencement of work upon the con­ 
struction of a line to that point, which 
will also give the Pacific road the 
short line to Wi»nipeg. 
This line 
will be a continuation of the Little 
Falls’ cut-off, running due north to 
Park Rapids from Staples, and thence 
on up through the Leech Lake coun­ 
try to the southern boundary of Mar­ 
shall county, where it will defiict to 
the westward to within a short dis­ 
tance of the Manitoba line to Emer­ 
son. Crossing tho river at the latter 
point it will make connection with t he 
Northern Pacific’s present line to 
Winnipeg at West Lynn. The cost 
of construction of such a line would 
be comparatively little, as a good por­ 
tion of it is already built, namely 
from St. Paul to Little Falls, and 
from West Lynn to Winnipeg. The 
remaining portion is through a vast 
prairie country for most of the dis­ 
tance. Outside of sharing the rich 
wheat business of Marshall and ad­ 
joining counties with the Manitoba, 
it would run through and develop 
that rich stretch of territory between 
Little Falls and Leech Lake. There 
is one other object the Northern Paci­ 
fic would obtain by building this 
line, and that is the heading off the 
Manitoba’s line, now running east 
from Crookston to Fosston. Though 
work is likely to commence at once 
north from Staples, still it is thought 
that the Northern Pacific will not, 
for the present at least, carry the 
line beyond Park Rapids. It will in

M in n e s o ta now ranks along side of

The first car is being finished at 
the new Manitoba car shops in West 
Duluth. Two hundred men aro em­ 
ployed. 


The shrewd business man mo­ 
nopolizes the columns of his home 
papers these days as is shown by a 
glance at the three journals published 
in Brainerd. 


Among the names of parties in de­ 
cided land contest cases recently 
published from the St. Cloud land 
office we notice a number of Brain- 
erdifces who were unsuccessful in get­ 
ting land in the indemnity belt. 
There were 156 contests decided in 
favor of the Northern Pacific rail­ 
road. 


A t t o r n e y T io h e , of St Paul, was 
in Brainerd Monday, with a decree of 
foreclosure of the mortgage held by 
bondholders of the Mississippi Water 
Power and Boom company, and an 
order of sale by the receiver, the 
papers requiring only the signature 
of Judge Holland. Ho, however, has 
not yet resumed work as judge, aud 
acting under the physician’s direction, 
did not sign the decree, and Mr. Tighe 
will have to go to some other judge— 
probably Judge Stearns, of Duluth. 


To purify a room, set a pitcher of 
water in the apartment, says an ex­ 
change, and in a few hours it will 
have absorbed nearly all the respired 
gases in tho room, the air of which 
will have become purer, but the water 
utterly filthy. The colder the water 
the greater the capacity to contain 
these gases. At the ordinary tempera­ 
ture, a pail of water will absorb a pint 
of carbonic acid gas and several pints 
of ammonia. The capacity is nearly 
doubled by reducing tho water to the 
temperature of ice. Hence the water 
kept in a room for a while is unfit to 
use. 


Lamar’s Blunder. 
The Veradale Journal says that 
Hon. S. G. Comstock will introduce 
in the house within a short time a 
bill for the relief of the settlers who 
took homesteads within the indemnity 
limits of the Northern Pacific. An 
effort will be made to not only secure 
repayment of the money paid to the 
government, but also to grant to the 
settlers full credit when they make 
future entries for the time they re 
sided upon these claims, which would, 
in most cases, be equitable and just, 
although many may not have another 
opportunity to enter public lands. 
The blunder made by Secretary La­ 
mar was a very serious one and has 
done incalculable injury to many 
persons. There are a number of peo­ 
ple in Crow Wing county who will 
be pleased to learn of the success of 
the undertaking. 


Would License Lawyers. 
A bill has been introduced in the 
Dakota legislature requiring attorneys 
to make out a license at $25 a year. 
This will serve to keep out a lot of 
shysters, for there are a lot who never 
have twenty-five dollars. Even in 
Dakota they recognize the injustice 
of turning on to the community half­ 
made attorneys to harass and impose 
upon the poor and ignorant. It is to 
be hoped that Minnesota will some 
time see the injustice of allowing it. 
—Fergus Falls Journal. 


north lrom Staples. 
The Pioneer Press of Tuesday 
says: 
The telegraphic announcement yes­ 
terday of the consummation of a deal 
whereby the Northern Pacific secures 
possession of the railroad bridge over 
the Red River of the North, connect­ 
ing Emerson with West Lynn, shows 
plainly that the Northern Pacific peo­ 
ple are preparing themselves for an 
gressive fight against the Manitoba. 
I that is wanting to precipitate 
hostilities is for the latter road to 
commence construction upon its pro­ 
jected line from Montana to the Paci­ 
fic coast So far as can be learned it 
is the intention of the Northern Paci­ 
fic to, whenever if is practical, paral­ 
lel the lines of the Manitoba. The 
first invasion, as the above purchase 
indicates, will be in the Red River 
Valley country. Tho purchase of the 
Emerson bridge, those in a position 
to know say, means the immediate 
commencement of work upon tho con­ 
struction of a line to that point, which 
will also give the Pacific road the 
short line to Winnipeg. 
This line 
will be a continuation of tho Little 
Falls’ cut-off, running due north to 
Park Rapids from Staples, and thence 
on up through the Leech Lake coun­ 
try to the southern boundary of Mar­ 
shall county, where it will defiict to 
the westward to within a short dis­ 
tance of the Manitoba line to Emer­ 
son. Crossing the river at the latter 
point it will make connection with the 
Northern Pacific’s present line to 
Pi 
Winnipeg at West Lynn. The cost 
of construction of such a line would 
be comparatively little, as a good por­ 
tion of it is already built, namely 
from S t Paul to Little Falls, and 
from West Lynn to Winnipeg. The 
remaining portion is through a vast 
prairie country for most of the dis­ 
tance. Outside of sharing the rich 
wheat business of Marshall and ad­ 
joining counties with the Manitoba, 
it would run through and develop 
that rich stretch of territory between 
Little Falls and Leech Lake. There 
is one other object the Northern Paci­ 
fic would obtain by building this 
line, and that is the heading off the 
Manitoba’s line, now running east 
from Crookston to Fosston. Though 
work is likely to commence at once 
north from Staples, still it is thought 
that the Northern Pacific will not 
for the present at least carry the 
line beyond Park Rapids. It will in 
all probability stop there and wait 
until the Manitoba's intentions can be 
definitely ascertained.

According to Bayou, without their 
being anything absolute in those 
qualities depend on the particular 
state of the digestive organs of dif­ 
ferent individuals or on their idiosy- 
m racies’ we may say in general that 
meats are more easily digestible the 
less their hardness.

In these categories are generally 
considered heavy and hard to digest, 
salmon, cels, gi^ese, (lucks and some 
othes water birds, as well as strongly 
I smoked and salted meat. 
< >n the time required for the diges­ 
tion of different kinds ol food: 
Boasted pork, 5.15, boiled milk, 
2.00, salt beef, (boiled) 4.15, boiled 
codfish, 2.00, veal, (boiled) 4.00, 
venison steak, 1.35, 
boiled hens, 
4.00, trout, ( broiled ) 1.BO, roasted 
mutton, 3.15, tripe, 1.00, boiled l>eef, 
3.30, pig’s feet, 1.00, roasted beef, 
3.00, eggs, (hard boiled) 3.30 to 
5.30, raw oysters, 2.45, roast turkey, 
2.30, eggs4 (soft boiled) 3.09. 
The above is taken from Beau­ 
m ont’s “Experiments on Digestion.” 
Dalton comments on these observa­ 
tions asfollows: These results would 
not always be precisely the same for 
different persons, since there are var­ 
iations in this respect according to 
the age and temperament. Thus, in 
most instances, mutton would prob­ 
ably be equally digestible with beef, 
or prehaps more so: and milk, which 
in some persons is easily digested, in 
others is disposed of with consider­ 
able difficulty. But, as a general 
rule the comparative digestiblity ot 
different substances is no doubt cor- 
| rectly expressed by the above list.’

Mon­ 
sieur Delagrave,” «aid tlie doctor, 
“but this time you must swallow the 
pill at the same instant that Mon­ 
sieur Riviere swallows the one you 
leave for him.” 
Delagrave paused for a moment, 
looking in silence at the two halls 
that lay before him. 
The closest 
scrutiny showed not the slightest 
difference between them; one was 
harmless, hut in the other rested the 
pull of eternity—the 
silence 
and 
peace ot that sleep which knows no 
awakening in this world. 
With a 
start he drew his eyes from the box, 
and putting his finger and thumb in­ 
to it. drew forth one of the remaining 
pills.

Many strangers have been specul 
uting on the cost of the Paris expo­ 
sition. It amounts to 17,600,00(1; 
hut when to this is added the various 
amounts expended by the French 
ministerial department 
from 
the 
funds placed at their disposal for the 
purpose 
of 
entertaining 
foreign 
guests and lor other incidental out. 
lays, and those by foreign govern­ 
ments and individual exhibitions, 
the total, according to a roughes- 
timate of the department of public 
works, cannot fall far short of $30,- 
000,000. The expense of the glitter, 
incr exhibition on the Champs de Mars 
inmoney was large, and so was its 
cost in life and limb. 
It is calculated 
that during the construction 6,530 
men were treated for injuries or for 
illness resulting from exposure; 300 
workmen hurt their legs, 260 received 
severe injuries to their eyes from pro­ 
jecting timbers or bars of iron; 114 
were scalded or severely burned, and 
50 had tlieir lingers cub oft. 
The 
deaths from lalls are put down at the 
modest figures of 24; but it is believed 
that they were far more numerous, 
and the correct number was notgiven 
by the promoters of the exposition. 
—Scientific American.

LIBERATING BRAZIL 


Three Editors and a Cartoonist 
Caused the Overthrow of 
the Empire. 


Interesting Gossip About Men 
Who HaveEeeomeEamous 
bv the Ke vol ut ion. 


If the question were amiced any 
one 
thoroughly conversant w ith th e recent 
troubles in Brazil. “ Who are the m en who 
brought about the overthrow of the Brazil­ 
ian Empire1'*” the answer would undoubted­ 
ly be. “Three editors and a cartoonist.” 
Q uintino Bocayuva. 
o f the 
1’aiz. 
Dr. 
Araujo, of the Gazeta de Xoticias, and Jose 
de lYatrocinio, of the Gazeta da Tarde, are 
the editors, aiel Angelo Agostini, of the Ke- 
vista lllustrada, is the cartoonist. T he.r 
w ork differed as much in quality as the 
men themselves in character, and they are 
very unlike; but all are entitled, though iii 
varying proportions, to the credit of having 
brought into being the most extensive re- 
r Mic the world has seen since the Romans 
, rsed the Brazilian process and seated 
Casar as cm|*cror on the wreck of their 
grand coni mon wealt h . 
Never was the influence of a free press 
m ore extraordinarily established. All the 
talk about Gen. Fonseca being dictator of 
the United States of Brazil, and the arm y 
holding the keys of the future, is sheer 
nonsense, and no one would be quicker to 
adm it it than Peodoroda Fonseca himself. 
To call it a m ilitary revolution is to con­ 
found the end with the means and make 
the tail wag the dog. The newspapers did 
it —openly, frankly and above board—and 
the arm y took their counsels and followed 
their straight load, as the rest of the popu- 
laoo did. 
The em pire couldn’t face such a 
trem endous “ com bine.” 
I was in Petro polis when the big row oc­ 
curred between Gen. Fonseca and the war 
m inister—practically it was with the cm- 
jieror’s son-in-law. Count d'Ku, for ho was 
in perm anent com m and of all the forces. 
One o f Fonseca’s aide-de-camj<s told me, 
over a glass of verm outh, that the arm y 
“ would not jR-rmit” the general to lie pun­ 
ished for his alleged insubordination. 
“ But what can you do, major?” I replied; 
“you can’t get your arm y together, small as 
it is, for it’.- scattered all the way from the 
Amazon to t lie River Platte.” 
“ No, I don’t mean th at,” lie saith “ and 
it w ouldn't do, anyhow , for the Plum* 
inenses (citizens of Rio) haven’t forgiven us 
*br firing at them i n ’hi. 
But we can send 
th at d e a f-------------back to France when the 
old titan dies,” and he called his com- 
m an lor-in-c! ief, the prince consort, a very 
hard name. 


arm y, and a prettier piece of political m an­ 
agement has never been seen. 
The arm y of 
itself could never have sustained a success­ 
ful revolt in favor of its own candidate un­ 
supported by the ]»eople; but, on the other 
hand, the press needed the arm y on its side, 
so as to reduce the opposition to the repub­ 
lic to “ nil.”

I d o not mean to suggest th at 
Gen. Fonseca was cither a dupe or a mere 
figure head, 
lie is an excellent selection, 
since the arm y was wanted. 
But it is as 
m uch a m istake to supjiose him to la* a 
Sim on Bolivar, putting all on the cast for 
liberty’s sweet sake, as it is to class him 
with the Gutierrez of Fern, or the Melgare- 
jis of Bolivia, seeking only their own ag­ 
grandizement through the modi urn of a re­ 
bellious and subsidized soldiery. The re­ 
public was bound to come, arm y or no 
army, and the press, alone and unaided, 
had m ade this a possibility. 
I give the place of honor in tills whole 
Brazilian m ovem ent to Q uintino Boca­ 
yuva. and the more readily that he is not 
going to claim it for himself. A republican 
and a patriot of proven consistency, lie has 
ever refus'd to hearken to the blandish­ 
ments of the im perial governments, which 
have so often been fatal to tile principles of 
the leading republicans of Brazil, and has 
passed his lite in laying bare the weak­ 
nesses of the m onarchy and urging his 
countrym en to have done w ith it. 
A 
journalist by education ami profession, 
he is a w riter of a pure and incisive 
style, 
as free from 
bombast as from 
tim idity. 
Persistently refusing all entan­ 
glements w ith either of the great constitu­ 
tional parties, he Iuls equally set his face 
against the sans culottisin of tile Patrocinio 
school of republican agitators while en­ 
deavoring to infuse vigor into the too Pla­ 
tonic indift'ereuti?rn of the merely theoret­ 
ical wing of the dem ocratic movement. 
Possessed of no fortune, he has suffered iii 
the last ten years several bitter disappoint­ 
ments, notably in the* tai lure of theGiol>o, 
which he edited w ith extrem e ability, and 
in the collapse of some railroad projects to 
which lie gave much tim e and thought.

excellent reasons for doubting tee disinter­ 
estedness of this hamnier-aiwf-tongs patriot, 
but no one can deny that he was bold, mag­ 
netic and terribly noisy. 
If his leaven did 
lie lowest iii the lum p its work was none 
the leas efficacious, and the support he and 
his paper received from the masses both in 
the capital and the provinces must have 
satisfied the em peror long ago that it was 
useless to dream o f a “plebiscite.” Pat­

According to Bayou, without their 
being anything absolute 
iii those 
qualities depend on the particular 
state of the digestive organs of dif­ 
ferent individuals or on their idiosy­ 
ncracies’ we may say in general th at 
m eats are more easily digestible the 
less their hardness. 
We might thus 
establish between them the following 
order, beginiug with 
the largest; 
Sea and river fish, fowl, gam e, crusta­ 
ceans, lamb, veal beef, m utton, wild 
boar and pork, 
In these categories are generally 
considered boa vv and hard to digest, 
salmon, eels, geese, ducks and some 
othes water birds, as well as strongly 
smoked and salted meat. 
I hi the time required for the diges­ 
tion of different kinds of food: 
Boasted pork, .">.15, boiled milk, 
2.00, sa lt beef, (boiled) 4.15, boiled 
codfish, 2.00, veal, (boiled) 4.00, 
venison steak, 1.35, 
boiled 
hens, 
4.00, trout, (broiled) 1..30, roasted 
m utton, 3.15, tripe, 1.00, boiled beef, 
3.30, pig s feet, 1.00, roasted beef, 
3.00, eggs, (hard boiled) 3.30 to 
5.30, raw oysters, 2.45, roast turkey, 
2.30, eggs4 (soft boiled) 3.09. 
The above is taken from Beau­ 
m ont's “Experiments on Digestion.” 
Dalton c omments on these observa­ 
tions as follows; These results would 
not always lie precisely the sam e lur 
different persons, since there are var­ 
iations in this respect according to 
the age and temperament. Thus, in 
m ost instances, m utton would prob­ 
ably lie equally digestible with beef, 
or prehaps more -*o: and milk, which 
in some persons is easily digested, in 
others is disposed of with consider­ 
able difficulty. 
But, as a general 
rule the com parative digestibility ot 
different substances is no doubt cor­ 
rectly expressed bv the above list.’
